Bonfires were built inside of the 
caves from time to 
time. There 


were no chimneys, though, and such 
fires must have made it very smoky. 
It was best to keep the bonfire just 
at the entrance to the cave. Be.sides 
makihg the cave a little less cold 
and damp, fires at the 
entrance 


kept away wild beasts, for animals 
of the forest fear flames; 


The caves which '.early 
people 


used were ofton very large. Some 
of them contained more space than 
a three-story house. 
They, had no windows, however, 


and 
were very dark. 
For many 


thousands of years, people had no 
lamps. It is probable they spent 
most of their time outside. 


As night came on, we can picture 


then? throwing themselves down to 
sleep just inside t'->o cave. In win- 
ter tims, they threw skins of ani- 
mals over • themselves—such skins 
being the first "bedcjoth.es."

HE League of Nations, "open- 


ly arrived at", or through the 
back door entrance by the un- 


der-ground World-Court route, may 
serve as a false issue for a time. It 
my serve to lead a number of good 
people up another blind alley in 1924.

The practical, hard-headed millions 
of the country know the Real Issue 
that confronts them—and they un- 
derstand its magnitude.

Professor Willford I. King, who 


\v:-.-•• Director of Statistics in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, published "The 
Wealth and Income of the People of 
the United States" in 1915. It was 
based on a profound study of all ex- 
isting data. 


He found that 2 per cent of our 


population owns 65 per cent of our 
total wealth. 


Professor King is recognized'as an 


eminent and impartial statistician. 
No one has ever questioned his au- 
thority or denied the soundness of 
his conclusions. 


He also found that 65 per cent of 


our population owned no homes in 
which to shelter their families, and 
not to exceed 200 dollars worth of 
personal property, including clothing 
and household furniture. 


That the wealth of the 2 per cent, 


and, relatively, the poverty of the 98 
per cent, have greatly increased 
since Professor King finished his im- 
portant work, no one will dispute. 


The wealth of the 2 per cent is well 


organized. Its vast business is con- 
trolled by small groups of men, who, 
through combination, have attained 
a monopoly power in every field of 
industry. 


Each group dictates production 


and prices in its own field—in iron, 
coal, oil, lumber, sugar, meats, cloth- 
ing, in short, in mining, manufactur- 
ing, transportation, and all important 
business enterprises in the country. 
Through grain exchanges, elevator 
combinations, and packer combina- 
tions the markets are manipulated 
and prices fixed on all products of 
the farm. 


Thus it has come about that these 


powerful groups, through the control 


of all markets and all prices, have 
doubled and trebled the cost of sus- 
taining human life—of housing, 
warming, clothing and feeding the 
American people. 


The American people are honest, 


intelligent; industrious, law-abiding, 
and frugal. And yet in this land of 
untold wealth—once the home of 
equal opportunity—life has become 
a hopeless struggle for the toilers. 
The millions who work on the farms, 
in the mines, in transportation, in 
the factories and shops and stores, 
with all their industry and saving 
find themselves poorer at the end of 
the year than at the beginning.

How did the Economic Despotism 


that rules the industrial life of 98 
per cent of the people of these United 
States attain its control? It took 
over the Government! 


The groups saw at the outset the 


vital importance of absolute political 
control. They wanted the favors of 
government—they wanted to secure 
grants, exemptions, tariffs, and other 
legislative and administrative privi- 
leges. 
They wanted to defeat all 


legislative interference—all govern5- 
rnent control. If there was to be a 
pretense of government regulation, 
then they were, determined to regu- 
late the regulators.

House, struts through the departments, 
and cracks its whip in the Halls of Con- 
gress. 


The SYSTEM is a hard, cruel, ruth- 


less master. It recognizes no restrain- 
ing law, either statutory or moral. It 
exacts all it can squeeze out of the mil- 
lions on' millions of daily sales. It takes 
profits up to the last limit of the pur- 
chasing power of people, who must buy 
coal and clothing and food and shelter or 
starve and freeze. 


Under the Constitution the American 


citizen had the right to believe that this 
was his government, and that it would 
establish and maintain justice and pro- 
mote the general welfare.

The organizaiton and maintenance of 


this SYSTEM was and is in direct vio- 
lation of statutory law. That law was 
framed by statesmen of a past genera- 
tion, who would have been distinguished 
for their high ideals of service, • their 
great learning, and prophetic vision -in 
any Congress since this government was 
ordained and established. They were de- 
voted to economic independence and 
equal opportunity for every American 


. citizen. 


The Supreme Court mangled the law 


by usurping authority to amend it, in 
the Standard Oil and Tobacco cases, and 
by refusing to enforce it in the case 
against the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation; but as enacted by Congress the 
law was as perfect as the wit of man 
could devise. 
It clothed the Chief 


Executive of this government with am- 
ple authority under the Constitution to 
destroy the criminal conspiracy which 
organized and maintains this very SYS- 
TEM, which subverts our government 
today.

Having taken us over, why not 
take others over? 


Many of the smaller and weaker states 


of this hemisphere are very rich in nat- 
ural resources. 
Hence they easily fall 


into the clutches of one or more of the 
SYSTEM'S all-powerful groups. 


This is precisely what has happened 


to much of the timber,'the oil—indeed, 
to the very cream of the mineral wealth 
of Mexico and certain Central and South 
American states. 


The investment of surplus capital by 


these groups is a constant menace to our 
amicable relations with these southern 
neighbors, and even to peace itself. 
Again and again the American oil mon- 
opoly has, for its selfish advantage, de- 
fied Mexican authority in Mexico, and 
has brought us to the very verge of war- 
fare with that government. At the dic- 
tates of the Oil Group our war-ships, un- 
der this administration, were ordered in- 
to Mexican, waters, to intimidate and 


force the hand of the Mexican govern- 
ment in the conduct of its domestic af- 
fairs. 


To the everlasting shame of the Amer- 


ican people, it is the plain-truth that in 
its dealing, with Mexico, Haiti, Nicar- 
agua, Colombia, Cuba, and other near-by 
republics, our SYSTEM government has 
bought or bullied its way through. 


Turn now to the other hemisphere. 


The surplus capital'of'the .SYSTEM is 
already in the European oil fields. It has 
concessions in Turkey, in the Mossul oil 
field, 'and in Messqpotamia. 
Sakhalin 


Island is disputed territory 
between 


Kussia and Japan. It has oil, and is the 
making of a fine battle field. Secretary 
Hughes has obligingly issued the pass- 
ports that let Standard Oil into this men- 
acing foreign complication. 


The so-called Chester', concession un- 


der the Turkish government furnishes 


.another ugly example of SYSTEM im- 


perialism, to be defended by SYSTEM 
government. It has a potential value so 
enormous that it over-tops .the "Berlin 
to Bagdad" railway—which \history will 
accept as one of the primary causes of 
the last war. It is not for oil alone. It 
is a railway arid mining concession, cov- 
ering many thousands of miles in extent, 
and carrying with it a great area of land, 
on either side, throughout its entire 
cfourse, including all mineral rights. 


It is not only potential in wealth, but 


carries war potentialities of - a magni- 
tude to satisfy all demands for a great 
army and navy. 


Behind Eear Admiral Chester, who 


laid the foundation for this colossal con-, 
cession, one sees Sinclair, Col. Thompson, 
young Roosevelt, and others of well 
known Standard Oil connections. 


Already 
international 
tension and 


trouble confronts us as the first results 
of these concession rivalries and antag- 
onisms. It is not with the weak states 
upon this side that we must deal, but 
with the great powers over seas. 


As to the right of Standard Oil to 


more recent Turkish concessions, Great 
Britain is certain to protest vigorously, 
unless she is traded with or divided with. 
That is her traditional policy. 


France has already .declared it to be a 


"violation of her treaty rights", an "un- 
friendly act", and is most bitterly re- 
sentful. 


And the SYSTEM which now owns the 


American government, body and soul, 
declares that it will use its power to pro- 


tect these private interests. Of cerarw 
it will! Every dollar invested in all of 
these foreign concessions was paid out 
of the surplus capital belonging to ons 
or more of the monopoly groups, consti- 
tuting the very pillars of the SYSTEM'S 
power."'

Can any one fail to see that govern- 


-meat by the SYSTEM means a foreiga . 
policy for speculative investment, not at 
private risk, which no one would ques- 
tion, but at the risk of foreign compli- 
cations involving the government—witS 
all the hazards and horrors of vai? 
waiting at the end? 


The SYSTEM sees this so clearly that 


it demands a powerful army and navy to 
back up, and be ready to die for, its 
gambling foreign investments, at its 
word of command. 


What folly to talk of controDlEg th« 


size of the army and navy; the makfag 
of treaties ..to preserve peace and good 
will among nations; or the creation "of 
leagues and tribunals to end war, under 
a President or a Congress elected and 
controlled by the organized monopoly 
power which knows no law but Might, 
and is the only element in our. country 
the profits of which are greater in -war 
than peace! 


L therefore, submit that no Agency to 


end war, no effective tribunal or court 
will ever be constructed or permitted to 
be constructed, by or through any Presi- 
dent and any Congress, owned and con- 
trolled by the SYSTEM. 


And this brings me to say that the 


first tattle to be won by the men and 
women of these United States is to drive 
the public officials who serve the SYS- 
TEM out of public life, regardless of the 
political party to which they belong. . 


The issue is not obscure. The men are 


all well known. 
Their public records 


condtmn them! 


The ballot is your weapon. Wielded 


with intelligence, it will win the victory 
of this century for real Representative 
Government. The voters see the real is- 
sue clearly. They made a great begin- 
ning in the elections of 1922. They will 
finally decree that 2 per cent of our pop- 
ulation, through, its organized wealth, 
shall no longer rule 98 per cent of the 
people.

In fact, the consumer is the 
more culpable. 
The maker of moonshine in 


many instances is engaged in the business to 
provide for his family, pay for a. farm, etc. But 
the pink that drinks the dope, l-.e has no excuse 
to offer whatever, unless he is sick. 


Tho man or woman that-drinks hard liquor 


or moonshine, if not sick, is just as much a 
criminal—law violator—as one who commits 
murder, or who steals. 


Every human being, in good health, knows 


that he does not need hard liquor as a bever- 
age. If he drinks it he does so because ho used 
to drink it before prohibition became the law 
of the land. 


On general principles there is too much, law 


violation in this country. There is too little re- 
sect for the law. People trespass on other peo- 
ple's property without a thought. Pilfering of 
all kinds goes on without let or hindrance. 


It is the proud !boast of the old-time lumber- 


jacks of northern Wisconsin that in the olden 
times a person could leave his pocketbook on 
the floor of the hotel and it would be safe. To- 
day a farmer cannot leave a plow or harrow on 
his farm field and be sure that it is there in 
the morning.
